The situation, now faced In the 
elementary schools of Kentucky is- 
so critical that "the chances that a 
six-year old child in Kentucky will 
graduate from high school are only 
about one in six, and. on the average, 
not more than one-half of those 
children entering the first grade will 
even complete the eighth grade," 
a report of the State Committee on 
Elementary Education has declared. 

Dr. Charles R. Spain, director of 
the University Bureau of School 
Service and chairman of the com- 
mittee, explained that "the general 
deterioration of public education In 
the nation has been arrested during 
the past year. In the elementary; 
schools of Kentucky, however, a con- 
tinuing crisis is rapidly becoming 
acute with no current indication of 
bold attempts to meet this crisis." 

He said the Kentucky Committee 
on Elementary Education is compos- 
ed of leading educators from school 
districts and educational institutions 
throughout tr.r state and has as its 
aims the improvement of elemen- 
tary schools. Part of a cooperative 
study being made by 12 Southern 
states, the investigation of elemen- 
tary education is one of the first of 
its kind undertaken on a regional or 
national scale. 

"In most communities, interest has 
been focused on the high school and 
corresponding efforts to improve the 
quality of the secondary schools."

in Kentucky. "As a consequence, ele- 
mentary schooLs. the basic founda- 
tion of all public and higher educa- 
tion, have become progressively more 
neglected." 

In illustration of the critical situ- 
ation, the committee chairman cited 
the following factors and conditions: 

"1. The number of emergency tea- 
chers in elementary schools is still 
increasing, whereas the past school 
year showed a decline for such 
teachers in high schools. During the 
past school year there were approxi- 
mately 4900 teachers in Kentucky- 
elementary schools with emergency 
certificates and about 300 high school 
teachers so certificated. 

"2. The percentage of college stu- 
dents in teacher education programs 
who plan to become elementary tea- 
chers lias declined steadily since 1940 
Although there are approximately 
two and one-half times as many ele- 
mentary teaching positions in Ken- 
tucky schools as secondary, more col- 
lege students plan to become high 
school teachers than plan to be ele- 
mentary teacher*." 

"3. The teachers load tends to be 
much heavier in most Kentucky ele- 
mentary schools than in high schools. 
For example, during the past year 
the overage number of pupils per 
teacher was about 32 in the elemen- 
tary schools and about 22 in the high 
school. These figures do not in all 
instances reveal the true discrepan- 
cy in teacher load since elementary 
teachers generally must assume re- 
sponsibility for a group of children 
for the entire day." 

"4. Almost one-third of all pupils 
who enter the first grade each year 
are 'failed' during their first year of 
school. This rate cf retention gradu- 
ally decreases to a negligible percen- 
tage in the twelfth grade. Undoubt- 
edly the overloading of elementary
